Falmouth, England, May 22. — Th6 
American line steamer Paris, Captain 
WatklDS, from Southampton and Cher 
bourg for New York, struck an outly- 
ing ridgt of the Manaclea at a point 
half a mile from where the wrecked 
Atlantic transport liner Mohegan lies, 
and five miles from Falmouth. 

The Paris, which sailed from Soutb- 
aaipton on Saturday, called at Gher- 
boarg and picked op 60 paasengers. 
She left Cherbourg at 6 o'clock in the 
eTenlng. Soon after 1 o'clock Sunday 
nomlng, at high tide and in a dense 
foff, the ran aahore. Prom the first 
ther^waa no danger. Lifeboats and 
tugs were soon literally swarming 
around the vessel to render assistance. 
A majority of thepassengers, who num- 
bered 380, were brought to Falmouth, 
^bere they obtained lodgings for the 

Captain Watkins reported that his 
▼eeael was lying comfortably in smooth 
water, and that there was no occasion 
for any alarmist reports. He reported 
the pasaeagers and crew all well. 

The first intimation of the vessel's 
•trlklOS the rocks was a slight grating 
SOaad. Whieb was followed by a sec- 
ond and more pronounced ahock. The 
lookout shouted that there was some- 
thing looming ahead, and before there 
was time to reverse the engines the 
ship had gone on the rocks, 200 yards 
from the shore. Assistance was sam- 
mpned by means of rockets, and the 
coa?t guards promptly telephoned to 
the life-saving station for boats. 

A majority of passengers were not 
aware that an accident had happened 
nntil they were called up by the stew- 
ards. On reaching the deck they found 
the ship's boats in perfect readiness for 
their reception. The sea was perfectly 
caiB, and the only discomfort that the 
passengers «zperienoed wso eaossd by 
the slight rain that was fallins at the 
time. Owing to the calmness of the 
sea the l)oats couUi \io managed with 
entire nXety. Perfect order prevailed 
aboard tha taaMl. CSftaln Watkins 
•toed on tho bridge giving orders, and 
Id* Jkerfect self-posaesslon and calm- 
ness of demeanor had a reassuring ef- 
fect upon the paseengars. In accord- 
aa«a vlth the Instruction of the cap- 
tain the woinen and children were 
the first to be taken off the ship. Such 
perfect order waa maintained that a 
passenger described thescene as simply 
a slow procession of women and chil- 
dren waikiat in single file to the boats. 

At daybreak the position of th^ ves- 
sel could be better discerned. The 
brilliant St. Anthony light at the en- 
tranoe of Falmouth harbor could be 
distlMUlshed plainly through the 
■dsty Htln. aad the aUU staadUig masts 
of tho iU-f ated If (riMtaa ooald to aeen 
nearby. 

It is said that a Falmouth pilot boat 
showed a warning signal to the Paris, 
telling the captain that he would put 
the vessel on top of the Mohegan if he 
did not alter the course of the ship. 
The warning, however, came too late, 
and the Paris struck on a ridge to the 
westward of the Manacles. 

It is sosgested that as this la only 
her sscond trip from Cherbourg., the 
officers of the Paris were not familiar 
with the course. 

Tha ersw of the Paris are still aboard 
tha Tsssel. 

It !• believed that the steamer has 
a large rent in the forward part of the 
ship. Tugs are standing by her and will 
•aslit in aa effort to get her oS the 
rocks. 

There will be lltUe danger to the 
etearaer If the long calm continues, but 
ahouid the wind veer to the east or 
■outbaaat the consequences might be 



Mort was made to tow the Paris 

off the rock. Three tug.s were engaged 
at full pressurewlth the steamer's steel 
hawser, her owa engines assisting, for 
half an hour. The attempt was entire- 
ly unsuccessful, the steamer not budg 
Ing an inch. Pilot boat 13 claims to 
have saved the Paris from the Mana- 
clea. She was on guard duty near the 
rock, and when she saw the ligbta of 
the Parl^ she showed a flare. The 
steamer starl>oarded her helm to clear 
the cutter, thus escaping the Manacles. 

London, May 22.— The news of the 
disaster to the Paris spread rapidly in 
London, and great excitement and 
alarm were felt until the arrival of the 
laferaoatlon that all on board were 
safe.

Were Ufinbcr. nf the SavantMBth Shot 

by Filipino.. 

Manilla, May 22.— Colonel Kobbe'a 
expedition up the Rio Grande river 
met with no resistance except at the 
outskirts of Sao Luis, where several 

hundred Filipnos were entrenched on 
the be^ks of the stream. The insur- 
gents retreated beyond Candaha and 
the gunboats stsnmed ahead, all the 
way training their gattllng guns on the 
tanks and dropping shells wherever 
Onlforms appeared on the shore. The 
gunlwats dispersed the insurgents be- 
fore San Luis. After they had paaaed 
sharpriiootcrs froai trees across the 
river, a hundred yard-s distant, har- 
assed the Seventeenth infantry, which 
was marching by fours along the nar- 
row wooded road, from which the 
troops were unable to see the enemy. 
The members of one battalion laid on 
their faces in the road for a quarter of 
an hour trying to locate the riflemen 
and return their fire. Two Americans 
were wounded. 

As soon as Major Kobbe reached San 
Lais the aativM raided the insurgents' 
rice stores. All day a stream of half- 
naked people emerged from the store- 
house in the manner of ants, rushing 
to their homes with baga of rice on 
their heads.

Anotber disastrous fire has visited 
Dawson City, this time fairly wiping 
ont the entira business center of the 
town, creating losses that will aggre- 
gate $1,000,000, with not a dollar's 
worth of insurance. 

The fire occurred on April 21. in tbe 
my heart ot the buainess center of the 
city, commencing nfiir the opera bouse 
on tbe water front and spreading with 
unusual rapidity, driven by a strong 
wind, destroying everything in its way 
on that atreet down to and including 
Donahue ft Smith's sstabllshment. and 
taking in all of the water-frunt build- 
ings abreast of the same blocks. The 
firs crossed the street, burned through 
and spread, covering the principal buai- 
ness portion ef Dawson, leaving it all 
in ashes, with the firemen helpless and 
powerless to Jo anything. 

All the buildings burned like tinder, 
due to the fact that tbsy had beea 
standing for nearly two years and the 
logs were as dry aa powder. The flra 
spread with such rapidity that tbe peo- 
ple were unable to save anything in the 
way of furniture, goods and clothing, 
•o that the loaseswhen footed up proM> 
tse to bo even greater than at first H> 
timated. 

The results are that there is a famine 
In all kinds of building material and 
furniture, such as sash, doors, locks 
and binges, etc. Doors ara selling for 
f."?.^ each, door locks $8 each, and every- 
thing else in proportion. The town is 
paralysed, because nothing can be donf 
until the opening ot navigation, which 
will not be for several weeks.

Tlie ptlec't of tli(> derision has disturbed 
the older order oi things in declaring the 
preaent board of aaseaament and val na- 
tion ha« no richt to assess the franchise 
of the national banks, these banks deriv- 
ing the franchiae from an actof Congress ; 
further holding that the tax must be col- 
lected from the owner of the stock. 

It ia maintained by good lawyers that 
the preaent atatnte is insuiRcient, and, 
in order to collect the taxes that an 
amendatory act must be passed. That, 
under the decision of the Supreme Court, 
in order to recorer thia tax to mnnicipal- 
itiee, the law must be passed before Jan- 
uary 10, 1900, when the city charters pro- 
Tide the bank atoek ihall be aaaeaaed. It 
is maintained, by reason of this, that the 
State must pass the law during the pres 
ent year, in order to collect the tax for 
the present year. This, it is maintained, 
will neieesitate an extra session of the 
Legislature. 

Auditor Stone, however, believea the 
preaent atatute auflBcient. Oovemor 
Bradley will not call a session, however, 
unleaa the Auditor ia unable to enforce 
the preaent law. Col. Btone ia not a law- 
yer and attorneys say his point ir not 
well taken, and the law ia not suthcient.

into the city to-day, looking after his 
gubernatorial boom, and he created 
breeze at Republican headquarters by his 
alaruiing talk against the combines.

Landis has also been looking after bis 
congieasional fencea, and be telle the 
Indianapolia politiciana that they would 
be amazed to see the antipathy and 
alaAn in the country district over the 
trusts. "The people are thinking <rf little 
else," says the Congressman. "The sit- 
uation ia alarming. These vastjcombina 
tions are throwing men ontoQwoA and 
are dosing factories. I waa talking with 
Briatoe,Fourth Assistant Postmaster Gen- 
eral, the other day, and he told|mo that 
a truat bad cloaed a wire fence factory in 
bis little town in Kentucky and 300 men 
were idle. 

1 understand that there are 4,000 
traveling salesmen idle in New York City, 
because of the recent vast eombinationa 
of capital. The other day I waa riding 
on a train, talking to a tobacco man, and 
he told me that fifty-six branda of tobac- 
co, formerly repreeented by eighteen 
traveling men, are now represented by 
one. There you have seventeen men 
who have been earning from $1,000 to 
$3,000 annually, thrown out of work. 
This is what breeds anarchy. It seema 
to me that these moneyed men who are 
combining capital should see the danger 
ahead and desist. They are sowing the 
wind and may reap the whirlwind. The 
ballot controls the policies of thia coun- 
try, and the ballot will condemn tbeae 
vast moneyed interests. Without doubt 
many of these great enterprises are over- 
capitalized. They hold up for a time, but 
a reaction ia bound to aet U^, It seema to 
me, and then will come a crash. I fear 
an industrial panic will result." 

Congreeaman Landia anticipates that 
there will be congressional action, and so 
far as his individual thought baa run he 
ia inclined to think favorably of a gradu- 
ated tax on products ; the larger the pro- 
ducta the heavier the tax. This tax, in 
his judgment, would discourage the for- 
mation of large combinations. Then, 
again, restrictions might bo put on capi- 
tal stock.

C. and 0. en,'iae No. 70 of the Maye- 
ville accommodauoa traiu was badly 
wrecked by the explosion of the boiler 
shortly after 8 o'clock Saturday night. 

The train had just arrived from Cin- 
cinnati, and as usual had been taken to 
the turnuble near the L. and N. engine 
houae (or the pnrpoae of tomiog the bag- 
Kage and express car and the engine. 
Mr. Al. Maddox, night watchman of the 
euKiues, bad Uken the regular engiueer> 
place in the cab. The baggage oar was 
hacked down on the turntable and the 
engine ha<l been uncoupled and was 
Standing a few feet away when the ex-^ 
ploaion took place. 

The report was like that of big cannon, 
but the explosion was more violent, boUd- 
inu's throughout the city being shaken. 
Some people thought at first that a pow- 
der magatine bad blown ap. Th» shock 
was ao violent that some people residing 
on Foreit avenue, Commerce street and 
elsewhere in the neighborhood of the «e- 
plbsion expected the next instant to see 
their hooaea tumble down on tbem.

boiler, the force beinu outward and up- 
ward. The boiler sheets were torn into 
fragments, and the tubes were forced out 
and left in a sort of fonnel shape. The 
cab and tender were oompsratlvely bnt 
slightly damaged. 

Mr. Maddox, the night watchman in 
charge of the engine, was straok on the 
left lejf by the furnace door, hia foot 
being crushed and the leg broken in two 
places below the knee. One hand was 
alao iajored and ha rsotiTsd a oat on the 
head. 

Mr. ]Mark Brannon, who recently 
moved here from Covington and who is 
tireman on the yard engine, had just be- 
fore the exploeion gotten into the cab to 
see Mr. Maddox on some businesf>. Ili^ 
nose was broken, the side of bis face 
ijlightly scalded, and some'of his front 
teeth loosened. Mr. John Bhsw, bsgga^e 
^master of the train, and some other mem- 
bers of the crew and local employes of 
the road, were at the turntable and rear 
of the engine and escaped without injury. 

Httndreda of people were soon on the 
scene and hundreds more visited the 
place Sunday to get a sight of the wrecked 
engine.
